That the wholesale murder has horrified 
Europe, ag Revrer’s telegram tells us, is 
no canes for wonder, and the horror will be 
stiaved by the whole of the civilised world.

Tong 
Heo then bad-o tow words with one.of the other 
lodgers about leaving and suddenly picked up's 
buichet which was lying near and strnck his 
fellow lodger over the nook and back, seriously 
wounding him. Tho opium-sbop. keépor went 
to the ussistonco of the other mon ond he wos 
struck over the hend, receiving a scalp wound 
which bled profusely. Tho umok-er then made 
nduxb for the ‘door and mot another Chinaman 
jut coming in whom he also hit over tho 
heat with the sxe, ho- assailant then 
rushed back into the room and sgain attacked 
the first man with whom bo hod the 
dispute. The occupants of the house sbonted 
for the police ond the inforinted Chinaman, 
with (ie blood-stained exo in his hand, rushed 
outside where he almost ran into the arms of a 
Molay polico constable who bad heard tho noise 
and csme up to see what be could do, Before 
rushing out the man had eelzd » long knifo and 
on seeing ibe policemea he stopped suddenly: 
and plonged the knife into bis own abdomen 
inflicting a nosty wound. - He fell down almost 
immediately aud was seized by the constable, 
wbo wrenched the knife out of bis hands. 
The ‘nmok-er. became nuconscious almost 
immediately. ‘Tho. three . other wonnded 
men and the amok-runner wore. brought to 
Rochore Pelico Station from where thoy were 
sent on ‘to the General Hospital.

THE NEW COLONIES IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


——— 
' Thore was recently issued from’ tho Colonial 
O ffice a Blne-book rolating tothe advance mado 
in the ‘resettlement and odminivtration of the 
Transvaal and. Oranze River Colony. It. is 
drawn up by Lord Milner,.in a: roport full of | 
interest. y 
Writing on March 14, Lord Milner soya that, | 
thanks mainly to ihe evergy ond good manage- | 
ment of the staff officers engaged in tho worl, 
and to the rapidity with which the work of 
repatriation generally wos proceeding through- 
out-the conntry, it was possible to restore some 
20,0C0, prieoners to their homes by the end of | 
Inat yeor, while at the time of writing oll former 
burghers had’been restored with tho exception 
of about a score.who preferred to go elszewhero, 
and ofabout9CO who haddeclined{o iakotheoath 
of aJleginnce or to, make, tho declaration anb, 
stit nted for it. All this, as fax as Lord Milnor 
ig awaro, without a hitch and wilhout so mach 
as a single unplessant incident occurring aftor 
the prinsoners had onco landed in Bonth 
Africa. The only onistanding difficulty with 
regard to the prisoners of war oro the 900 odd 
of whem 778 aro ia Indis, 79 in Bermuda, who 
atill decline; buat arrangements were being 
considered os to their casr, There will thon 
only remain five (in St, Helenu), who will vot 
have ben personally interviewed with a view to 
inducing them to refarn, and Lord Milner 
hopes that they will aceept tho situation with. 
ont any such spodial effort. 
Lord Milner proceeds :—In the eight anda 

half months thet we hate been at work we have 
restored about 200,000 of the old burgher 


population in the two Colonies to their homes, ; — 


including all tho inhalitants of the Concentra 
tion Camps and ihe prisoners of war.

A. native. will 
ati2 buy “from his stcuslomed merchant 
whether the price be higher or not, This the 
officials foiled to pravp, and twenty or thirty 
thousand piculs of deteriorating rico atill liv 
noasked for and unsold under the tarpantins of 
tho Monila wharves, Two American firms, in- 
-doed, made o succers of thoir business so long 
as there woro seventys thousand roldiers to bo 
sapplied in Luzon; lint these have, of course, 
been reduced also to the verge of bankruptoy 
by the recall of a lnrge part of thearmy. The 
result js that there ia « vary bitter feoling that 
the islands are being ndministered at enormous 
cost for the benefit of the English and German 
traders who onjoy the trade. It may perhaps 
bs some consolation to them that they have 
‘mccorded in reducing by nearly s half tho 
prosperity of those merchants, and in conso- 
quence the prosperity of their colony also, 
THE INVADERS MISTAIE. 

Bat the refusal of tho Americans to odmit 
Chinese labour is perhaps tho chief reason why 
the policy enunciated by Governor Taft of ta 
Philippinos for the Filipinos has ‘been o failure, 
Tho invaders aro enforcing in tho tropics a 
polioy that was elaborated in the temperate 
ze, and they will foil, exnotly as Sydney sud 
Melbourne will fail in legislating about the 
Diack labour of Queensland. The noressity for 
Chiness labour may be an ugly ono, bit it ia a 
nacessity aud tho lesser of two evils. How vor 
at the present moment the Govornment of 
tlio Philippines seems .to ‘lack the moral 
courage to admit) o mistake and racom- 
mend a policy unpopular’ in the States. 
More than this, it has reposed a confidence ia 
the surrendered Filipino generals that seems 
highly dangerous, It has reappointe? them 
as governors of tho various provinces of ths 
ivlanda, thus placing ready-madé in the hands 
of any capable schemer an orgouisation for 5 
enddoen and saccessfu! rising oguinst the thinned. 
numbers of their conquerors. : 

Under all these circumstances the adminiatra- 
tion of the Philippines must expsot, and should 
welcome, criticism.. Their policy has not pro- 
duced the prosperity that they hsd hoped. 
narely, instead of bluntly telling the disap-— 
pointed Amorican trader to go if he is discon" 
tented, it would be batter to consider the mattor 
from the Jatter’s point of view and to realise 
that the prosperity of the Filipinos is solely 
bound up in the prosperity of the traders of 
their new o:lony.—-Datly Mail.
